. Facts came to the knowledge of the police, 
however, which led to an Investigati n being 
made, when tt was found that Hendricks and 
his wife had been murdered, Bath were found 
to have terrible wounds in thelr heada and neck 
{ofilcted with some sharp instrument that had 
nearly decapltatedthem. The cottage had been - 
set on fire in order to destroy, if p ssible, all 
evidence ofthe murder. The police began to 
search for the guilty persons, h belng evident . 
that several had been concerned In the crlme. 

It was learned that a one-armed man named 
Vanbam had been seen in the vicinity of the 
cottage on the night of the murder. Vanham 
was arrested at Tournal and at once made @ full. 
confesston, He described how the decd had 
been committed, and ascribed the. first {dea of 
the crime to a man pamed Dumeucier, 

The revelations of Vanham served as a basie 
for farther ingalry, and the police gradually- 
traced the existence of an organized gang of: 
malefactors koown as "The Black Band of the:

views with and securing the favour of some of 
the higher officials, Since bis retarh to America 
early last year he has been devoting himself 
largely. to making addresses and detalilng bis 
experiences In mingling with the higher classes, 
endeavouring thereby to arouse more interest in 
what he regards as a neglected ‘eld of mission 
work, “i 

Tt was because he felt that he would be less 
hampered in carrylng out bls own ideas, and 
because bis Mission Board felt It was not pre- 
pared Co go ant of the-beaten paths of regular 
established work, that hls connection was severed 
and he undertook the heavy task of working up 
anew miastonary association, He writes that 
after canvasslog for his cause in America he 
expecta to goto England acd Scotland to seek 
to sectite support there for his scheme. Chinanfu 
cannot but wish Mr, Reld all saccess, for certainly, 
as a mission statlon she owes much to Mr. Reid’s 
pluck and perseverance in securing land in the 
suburbs, fu the face of great opposition, for the 
erection of mission buildings.
